Tie ‘New President at the 
White House. 


of His tntimacy with 


History 
Washburne. 


From the Correspendent of the N. Y. Times.] 


THE PRESIDENT’S ARRIVAL AT THE 
WHITE HOUSE. 


The gates of the inclosure of the White 
House grounds were proniptly and care- 
fully closed as soon as Mr. Johnson and 
the Cabinet had retired at 12:30 o’clock, 
from the occupancy of the buildiog, and 
the policemen were stationed at every 
gate, with orders to admit only the priv- 
ileged pereons before the arrival of the 
trow President. When the head of the 
procession reached the front of the White 
House, the carriage of the President and 
that of his staff were. admitted, but no 
others, and they were quickly rolled, 
amid the loud plaudits of the immense 
crowd, to the door of the White House. 
Senator Cragin, Mr. Colfax, A. T. Stew- 
art, Generals Parker and J3adeau accom- 
panied the President. Senator Cragin 
and Mr. Colfax descended first from the 
earriage, Gen. Grant following. He had 
ascended two or three of the steps lead- 
ing to the main entrance, when he no- 
ticed that he had left the door of the car- 


j}riage open, and hastily retracing bis 


steps he carefully closed it and nodded 
to the driver, who immediately drove 


off. 

Gen. Schofield bad been left by the re- 
tiring President in charge of the White 
House as the only non-retiring member 
of the Cabinet, and he had been joined 
by Gen. Rawlings, Gen. Poiter, Gen. 
Babcock, Gen. Gibbon, Gen. Pitcher, 
Col, Taylor and Gen, Michler. The lat- 
ter was constituted, as the officer in 
charge of public buildings, master of 
ceremonies, and on Gen. Grant’s appear- 
ance at the door of the White House, 
Gen. Michler advanced with that pecu- 
liar ease and grace and dignity which is 
always noticeable in him, and welcomed. 
the new oceupant to his temporary 
home. The P.esident sheok hands with 
him, and very warmly with Rawlings 
and the others, who had advanced, and 
then turned to speak a few words to those 
who had aceompanied him from the 
Capito]. He then advanced, under the 
guidance of Gen. Michler, to the door of 
the blue room. In the hall, the steward 
of the hours, a colored man, was pre- 
sented to Gen. Michler, who remarked: 

‘* This gentleman will be glad to pro- 
vide a dinner for you.”’ 

‘‘ Thank you,” said the General. 

‘‘ And this gentlemaa,’’ said Michler, 
in his quist, humorous Way, presenting 
Mr, Johnson’s late body servant, a per- 
fect specimen of animate ebony, “ will 
be happy to brush your clothee.’’ 

The President repeated his thanks, and 
then, turning about and looking in every 
direction, he said to Michler, in a half 
despairing tone, ‘‘ Well, what am I to 
do next ?’’ 

Mr. Colfax suggested to him to retire 
to his room on the floor above, and after 
a few words the President did so. He 
was soon after followed by Mr. Colfax. 

The precession meanwhile continued 
to pass in front of the White Huuse, but 
outside of the iuclosure. 


GRANT’S: INTIMACY WITH WASHBURNE. 
From the Correspondent of the N. Y. Tribune. 

Capt. Grant resided at Galena several 
years before Mr. Washburne knew him. 
Washburne was then tbe leading man of 
his Congressional District, carrying it, 
as the phrase goes, ‘‘in his breeches 
pocket,’’ owned and restded in one of the 
most elegant residences in the city, while 
Grant was a clerk in his father’s leather 
store, aud occupied a‘littie two slory cot- 
tage on the top of a biuff, requiring him 
te climb a stairs somes two hundred feet 
every time he went home. At the first 
war meeting held in Galena to muster 
volunteers, Mr. Washburne offered reso- 
lutions and engiveered the meeting, and 
Rawlings madeg a speech. Capt, Grant 
was present, but seems to havé te2n too 
inconspicuous to be called on to take 
part. Atthe second meetisg, however, 
Capt Grant was nominated for chair- 
meat. The first company raised elected 
oue Chetlain Captain, and Jesse Grant’s 
parfeer, Colling, a peace Democrat, said 
to Washburne, ‘* A pretty set of fellows, 
you soldiers are, to elect Chetlain for 
Captain!’’ “Why not?” ‘ They were 
foolish enough to take him when they 
could get eueéh aman ge(jrant,’’ ‘‘ What's 
Grant’s history?’ ‘‘ Why, he’s old man 
Grant's soa, was educated at West Point, 
served in the army eleven years, and 
came out with the very best reputation.’’ 
Washburne immediately called upon 
Grant and invited him to go to Spriag- 
field. There Pope was the hero of the 
hour. Washburne urged Grant’s claims 
and the latter bad already applied to the 


the Adjutant-General of the Army at 
Washington, who had not even the 
grace to answer bis letter. 

Washburne with difficulty restrained 
him from returaing in disgust to Galena. 
At iength Grant was employed to assist 
in Gov. Yates’ office, and in mustering 
in regiments. | 

Ii. is most improbable that either Wash- 
burne or Grant had any prescience of 
Grant’s future success, as Grant himself 
is reported to have answered a friend 
who ssked him why he did not apply for 
a Colonelcy: ‘To tell you the trath, I 
would ratber like a regiment, yet there 
are few men really competent to com 
mand a thousand soldiers, and I doubt 
whether I am one of them.’’ 

Yates baving appointed Grant Colonel 
of a regiment, he was indebted for his 
next promotion to Washburne.

The first thing that strikes one in read- 
ing Gan. Grant’s inaugural, is its remark- 
able tone of confidence and self-suffi- 
ciency, which contrasts, not much to his 
alvantege, with similar addresses. by 
former Presidents.

‘‘ I avail myself of the presen ce of that 
portion of my fellow-citizens which is 
here assombled to express my grateful 
thanks for the favor with which they 
have been pleased to look toward me, te 


task is above my talents, and that I ap- 
proach it with those anxious and awful 
presentiments which the greatness of 
the charge and the weakness of my pow- 
ers so justly ingpire.’’, 
MADISON : | 

‘*T repair to the post assigned me with 
no other discouragement than what 
springs from my own inadequacy to its 
high duties. If I do net sink under the

COTTON. 


Review of the Past, Present 
and Future, 


By the Selma Cotton Brokcrs 
Association. 


Frem the Selma (Ala:) Times. | . 

The crop of cotton to be raised in the 
United States cannot, for at least several 
years, exceed two anda half million 
bales, and for the present year the indi- 
cations point toa much emaliler figure. 
Itisan alarming fact that throughout 
middle Alabama the planters are from 
two tothree weeks behind with their 
work, and the season is too far advanced 
for them to remedy this evil. 

Oa quite a large number of the planta- 
tibns no hands have been employed, 
and of course no work has been done, 
while on a majority of them the number 
of hands employed is wholly inadequate 
to the cultivation of the land. one 

The freedmen fo a very damaging ex- 
tent have thus far refused to contract, 
and excessive rains have rendered farm 
work wholly impracticable. Under all 
the circumstances it would be aimost a 

iracle to see a crop of two million bales 
this year. 

In view of the future prospect of cot- 
ton as glanced at above, it becomes a 
matter of serious interegt both to the 
produeer and consumer to study care- 
fully the question of supply and de- 
mand. 3 

The entire visible supply of cotton in 
the world on the 5th of February, 1569, 
was 1 300,000 bales. In 1868 it was 1,- 
500,000, and in 1867 it was 1,700,000, 

It would seem apparent frou the above 
that while the world has been producing 
as much cotton as we can hope to pro- 
duce for at least several years to come, 
the consumption bas been continually 
gaining upon préduction, and, as shown 
above, caused a reduction of stocks to 
the extent of 400,000 bales ion two years. 

The American crop of 1867 was say 
2 400,000. Admitting that the crop of 
1868 shows as many bales (which we 
hoid ia an error of 200,000) the difference 
in the weight of baies this year and jast 
will reduce the estimate about 100,000 
bales 


In 1867 the planter had every induce- 
ment to make heavy bales. lin 1868 the 
case wes revereed, and the crop of 1568 
willshow a diminished weight of at 
least thirty pounds per bale. 

The epinners at Mauchester hold to- 
day 120,000 bales less than ore year ago. 
This reduction of their stock has been 
caused by their persistent refusal to enter 
the markets: for supply, hoping by this 
means to force down prives, but thus far 
they have only succeeded in reducing 
thé price about of a penny from the 
highest point. 

The receipts at the Uaited States ports 
for the mouth of February show a falling 
off, as Compared with last year, cf say 
110,000, and this disparity will continue. 
So we naturally conclude the entire 
stocks now held in American ports, 
added to receipts yet to come in, will not 
give an aggregate supp'y of American 
cotton of 900,000 bales for the remainder 
of the year, 

We exported last year say 1,650,000 
bales. ‘Thus fer this year we have ex- 
po. ted say 850,000. Lf we furnish to Ku- 
rope this year as much as last, we will 
have left for American spinners less than 
100 600 bales 

F:om the most reliable statistics we 
think tke consumption: by American 
milis, this yoar, will reach at least 1 100,- 
000 bales, of which not more than 600- 
000 bales have been taken by them. If 
this is true, asd the American spinners 
take 500,000 needed by them, we will 
have but about 350,000 bales for export 
(haviog 50,000 baies for stock), thus 
leaviog us sbort in our export this year 
as compared with last about 450,000 
bales. This, too, in the face of the fact 
that, while we exported last year say 
450,000 bales more than we possibly can 
this year the stock in Liverpool! was re- 
duced last year about 100,000 bales, 
showing that our exports of 1,650,000 
bales last year were, to that extent, in- 
eufficient to meet the demand. It is not 
claimed by any one that the receip's this 
year, from India, Brazil, Ezypt, or eise- 
where, will be in excess of last year, 
while from America the European re- 
ceipts will certainly be leas by 40,000 
bales. 

In making the above estimates and’ 
suggestions, we have taken as a basis of 
our calculation the popular idea con- 
tained in the cotton circulars usually re- 
ceived as authority. Our own opinion is 
that the crop of 1868 wiil be about 2 200,- 
000. ‘ais opinioa is induced by a per- 
sonal knowledge of the almost entire ex 
haustion of the entire supply of cotton, 
over a very extensive area of the cotton 
region, a8 shown by recent receipts. 

The receipts at all the ports this week 
are about 40,000 bales, against 79,000 for 
the corresponding week of last year, 


as compared with last vear. AH the riv- 
ere tributary to New Ovleans were open 
to navigation one mobth earlier this 
year than last, and the continued high 
prices, added to the necessities of the 
cotton planters of the West, have made 
them free sellere. ‘The present material 
falling offin receipts at that port indi- 
cates unmistakably an exhaustion of 


supply. 

The receipts up to this date including 
overland shipments direct to the manu- 
facturers amount to, say 1,900,000 bales. 
In 1867 the receipts after this date were 
about 300,000 baies. The receipts for the 
past three weeks have fallen off about 
20,000 bales as compared with the eor- 
responding period of 1867, 

We take the year 1867 asa criterion, 
for the reason that we are this year at 
least three weeks ahead of last year in 
receipts, and hence a comparison will 
not hold. 

The continued wet weather has facili- 
tated the shipments of cotton, while it 
has retarded labor upon the plantations. 
All things considered, we are fully con- 
vinced that the estimates of the crop of 
1868 are greatly above the mark, and that 
2,200,000: will cover the crop. One other 
idea, and we will leave practical men to 
draw their own conclusions. At present

Decision of Supreme Court at 
Nashville, February, 1869, 


Reported for the Memphis Appeal. | 

Louisville-and Nashville Railroad Company 
vs. Margaret Burk, administratrix, and oth- 
ers —In Cireuit Court of Day dson county. 

In March, 1865, a train of Gare, of the 
Nashville and Louisville Railroad Com- 
papy, ran over and kiiled instantly a 
man named Ulick Burk. The train was 
moving from the north at an easy speed 
aiopg ashort curve through a deep cut, 
near the southern end of the curve and 
cut. Ata point visible to the approach- 
ing train, at a distance of about — yards 
Burk was lying upon the frack motion- 
jess; and testimony was given tending 
to prove that he was drunk. Efforts 
were made by the engineer and hands 
upou the train, as soon as Burk was dis- 
covered, to stop the cars and prevent the 
accident. A conflict or uncertainty of 
evidenve appears in the record to the 
question whether the- engineer, fire- 
man or other person on the lecco- 
motive, was upon the lookout 
and discovered Burk upon _ the 
track, as soon as it was possible to see 
him, and whether the alarm whistle was 
forthwith sounded, and tbe brakes put 
down, and every possible means used to 
stop the train and prevent the accident. 

Burk was & common JIaborer in the 
employment of the company, and had 
been sent by the ‘ boss workman’”’ on 
that section of the road, to proceed up 
‘the track and with his pick to tighten 
the joints of the raile, until he reacked 
Ifendersonville, where he was to help 
repair aswitch. He delayed and failed 
to go to Herdersonville, from which 
town asbort distance the accident oc- 
curred. 

The action is. brought by Margaret 
Burk, the administratrix of the decedent, 
suing for the use of his widow and 
children. 

The declaration is in the statutary 
form, and alleges that the train of cars 
of the defendant, the Railroad Company, 
‘* wrongfully, and by gross negligence 
ran over and instantly killed Bark,” 
laying the damages at $10,000. 

The plea of ‘not guilty’? was 
put in by the defendant, and 
upon this issue the parties went to 
the jury, who found a verdict of $5000 
against the defendant, on which judg- 
ment was rendered, from which an ap- 
peal in error brings the whole case to 
this court. 

The errors assigned are to be found in 
the instructions of the Circuit Judge to 
the Jury : 

Ist. ‘he instructions, though not very 
clear to the point, are to be understood 
as directing that damages are recovera- 
ble, suffered by the widow and children, 
by reason of the killing of Burk, the 
husband and fajier. 
2d. The iostPuctions, giving to the 
language the full breadth fairly to be un- 
derstood from the words, directing the 
Jury that the defendant, (railroad com- 
pauy,) under the clause upon the sub- 
ject enacted by the Code, is Mable for all 
the damages occasioned by or resulting 
from the collision or accident, unless it 
be shown by the proof that the engineer, 
fireman or other person wis, at the time, 
on the locomotive, and on the lookout 
ahead, and discovered Burk as soon 
as it was possible to discover him, and 
that, as soon as discovered, the alarm 
whistle was sounded, the brakes put 
down, and every possible means used te 


| stop the trajn and prevent the collision or 


accident. 

And this, although it was negligence 
of Burk to beon the track in his eon- 
dition, and although the accident or col- 
lision was not caused by, or the result of 
the omission of the acts 
prescribed by the Code, and would have 
occurred though the precautionary acts 
had a!l been performed, 

The Court wilido no more now, than 
indicate the conclusion adjudged upon 
the case. An opinion in full will be 
prepared hereafter. 

lst. The damages recoverable, are those 
suffered by Burk, and whieb he could 
have recovered had helived; and not those 
auffered by his widow and children in 
consequence of his being killed. 

Such is the proper. construction to be 
put cn the Code, sections 2291, 2292, 2293. 

The cause of action is the injury done 
to Bark; and the-right of action of the 
personal representative, ia for that cause 
of action; and is the right of action. 
Burk bad and could have proseeuied had 
he lived ; aud ‘the dumages recoverable 
are for that cause of actior. 

The statutes of other States which 
have been cited in argument, similar but 
not the same as that of ‘Tennessee, 
eithcr by express terms or plain impli- 
cation, give thé next of kiu a right of 
action or damages, foy the injury done 
them by the injury done to of killing of 
the fatber, husband or other relation. 

The statute of Tennessee goes no far- 
ther than to give the next of kin the 
damages that may be recovered by the 
personal representative, for the injury 
done his decedent. 

24. The proper construction of 77 1167, 
1168, eic., of the Code is: The railroad 
company is responsible for the damages 
occasioned by or resulting from the acci- 
dent or goliijsion ; unless it be shown by 
proof, that the precautions prescribed by 
ihose were performed; and al- 
theugh {t may appear that the accident 
or collision would bave occurred had the 

recautions been performed, cases of 

ardship aud absurdity may occur, upon 
such construction of the clauses of the 
Code; but the language is explicit and 
certain, and the construction is inevi- 
table. 

3d. Theee sections are not invalid, for 
want of Constitutional or sovereign pow- 
er, in the Legislature, to enact the iaw 
expressed by them. 

The statute is founded on a policy of 
double aspect: One, to guard and pro- 
tect the safety of the general public; and 
the other, to compeneate the injured - 
eon, and has sanctionin what is oalled 
the police power of the Government. 

4th. Corporate bodies are subject, as 
natural persons, to general laws, enacted 
to protect and piemcte the quiet, com- 
fort, health and safety of the people; 
unless exempt by reason of exprees stipu- 
lation io their charters, or by reason of 
plain implication from the nature of the 
privileges or frauchises granted by 
their charters. {n the absence of 
such exemption, railrogd corporations 
are subject, 43 would be natural, persone 
in like occupation, to laws prescribing 
extraordinpary vigilance, skill, exertions 
and other precautions, to be observed by 
their servants or agents in the running 
of trains, for the purposo of preventiog 
exccidents or collisions; and subjecting 
the companies to darger occasioned by 
or resulting from any accident or eolli- 
sion; unless they show that the pre- 
scribed precautions were performed. 

5:b. The negligence of Burk, contrib- 
uting to the accident, is not a bar to the 
action ; and this by virtue of the section 
1166, ete., of the C.da, 

Generally the negligence of a person 
injured by collision upon the track, is not 
a bar to an action by bim for damages, 
unless the railroad company show by 

roof that ail the precautions prescribed 

y the Code, were performed to prevent 
the accident. 

6:h. A person injured by a eollision or 
accident, caused by his own willful act, 
cannot, by virtue of the seetions 1166, 
1167, etc,, Maintain an action for a dam- 
age done him, occasiorei by or reaulting 
from the collision or accident. 

7ib. The sections 1166, 1167, 1168, etc., 
have reference and application, so far 
as they relate to actions for damage, to 
the general public rather than to the 
agents aud servants employed in the 
running of trains. An action will notlie 
in behalf of an agent or servant of that 
kind, whose negligence or willful act 
caused or contributed to cause the acci- 
dent or collision occasioning him injury. 

8.h. Negligence of the person injured, 
which caused or contributed to cause the 
accident or collision, or without which 
the accident or collision would not have 
occurred, may be taken into considera- 
tion by the Jury in determining the 
amount of damages proper to be given 
for the injury. Sach construction, the 
clau-e3 of the Code will bear and must 
be given. . 

9th. The killing of a man is not, of 
itself, a cause of civil action. The dam- 
age recoverable, are for what was in- 
curred or suffered while the person lived. 
If the killing be absoluteiy instanta- 
neous, damages are not recoverable ; for 
that would be giving
